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A HALF TRUTH 


Senator Harding's paper, the Marion Star, referring to the 


proposal to put a •government stamp tax on gasoline, says Repub- 
licans, if they cared only for party success, would welcome the im- 
position of such a revenue measure, 'because the^ people would re- 
sent 'both the party and the cause that brings the imposition. 


We should say it is more than half right. It is'a peculiarity 


of the average mortal to deeply resent the imposition of any new 
direct tax, but while relenting it to the extent of hostility to the 
administration responsible, no thought at all is given to the cause 
*or the condition which makes it necessary. 
Necessity neither jus- 


tifies nor excuses. Antipathy is too keen to consider reason and it 
strikes back only at tjie hand that lays the burden though it be 
e\er so small to the average one. But even in! their unreason there 
is a certain quality of reasonbleness. Petty taxes are a nuisance. 
They tax both patience and time and the amount of revenue de- 
rived seldom justifies the wear and tear upon the public temper 
and the cost of collection and accounting. 


But why waste further words. There is scant likelihood of a 


special stamp tax being put upon gasoline. Slay 'be some one, 
merely to raise an angry protest, proposed it .for merely partisan 
purposes. 


Speaking of the recent disaster to the packet Knnawho, the 


Gallipolis Tribune which has perhaps the best river editor in the 
valley, strongly intimates that there was gross carelessness in the 
handling of the Kanawha, a taking of chances when it was not 
justified by the conditions. 
The Tribune calls for rigid inquiry 


into the disaster and the 
definite placing of Jhc 
responsibility. 


We judge from reading the Tribune editorial that in pulling out 
from the landing she had made, an attempt was made to turn the 
Kanawha too near the.dam, instead of going up stream u little 
way. It was taking a chance find this time the chance proved dis- 
astrous.

asked about the letter written to The Times Wednesday by Jos. 
L. Schreick in reply to the letter of Col. W. J. Lftmpton. All were 
high in their praise of the sentiments expressed and 
of the ex-

viewpoint and that of bis fellow Americans of Oorman 
descent. 


One very prominent citizen said that, he considered it

the same time, the most convincing reply to attacks that lie

ter at $6,000. His case reminds us of that of a certain Confederate 
commander, who being beleaguered sent the following messaire to 
his superior: "The Feds are trying to buy me ofV; they have almost 
reached my price. Send some one to relieve me at once."

A HALF TRUTH 


Senator Harding's paper, the Marion Star, referring to the 


proposal to put a government stamp tax on gasoline, say* Repub- 
licans, if they cared only for party success, would welcome the im- 
position of such a revenue measure, because the people would re- 
sent 'both the party and the cause that brings the imposition. 


We should say it is more than half right. It is a peculiarity 


of the average mortal to deeply resent the imposition of any new 
direct tax, but while resenting it to the extent of hostility to the 
administration responsible, no thought at all is given to the cause 
or the condition which makes it necessary. Necessity neither jus- 
tifies nor excuses. Antipathy 18 too keen to consider reason and it 
strikes back only at the hand that lays the burden though it 
oe 


fvtr so small to the average one. But «v«n in their unreason there 
is a certain quality of reasonbleness. Petty taxes are a nuisance. 
They tax both patience and time-and the amount of revenue de- 
rived seldom juatifiea the • wear and. tear upon the-ptiblic temper 
and the cost of collection and accounting. 


But why waste further words. There is scant likelihood .of a 


special stamp tax being pnt upon gasoline. May be some one, 
merely to raise an angry .protest, proposed it for merely partisan 
purposes.
